' efi a a . ‘ 


: Abratiam Liocolo, President of the United 
States, whose foul assassination we'rebord in 
abother column; was’ born in Kentucky on 
February 12th, 1809, and was consequently 
in his 52th yeat. His ancestors were Penns 
sylvania' Quakers, bat‘his futher and mother 
were born in ‘Virginia, wh$nce they re- 
moved in 1816 :to Indiana and subsequently 
td Illinois. Abraham after taking am active 
part in'the usyal avocations:of backwoods 
life, becoming boatsman, store clork, ‘country 
storekeeper, postmaster, suryeyor, and law- 
yer, was elected io bie 25th. year to 
the State Legislature, to ‘which he was 
afterwards re-elected for three “successive 
terms, Ae a lawyer he rose rapidly to dis- 
tinction, bat cpntinued to take an dotive 
part in politics.; In 1846 he was represpnta- 
tive.in Congress, where be served the full 
congressional term. Io 1858 he ran ageing t 
Stephen A. Douglas for U; 8, Senator, bat 
was defedted by the seoatorial vote, although 
he had ‘a’ popalar majority of Over 4,000 over: 
his opponent. : On the Sth of ‘Novemoer, 
1860, be‘was elected President of the United 
Sates, and was: re-elected to that bigh posi~ 
tion onthe 8th: November last.
